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a 1 degree and 42 minute curve, radius of 3370.5 feet, curving to
the right, and being parallel to said center line between tracks
and distant 150 feet northwesterly therefrom, a distance of 640
feet to the center line of South Bassett street in the city of Madi-
son, Dane county, Wisconsin, extended southeasterly.

CHAPTER 486.

AN ACT to repeal subsection (8) of section 20.12 of the statutes,
relating to a new water main between the capitol power plant
and the capitol building; and to amend subsections (1), (2),
(4), (5), (6), and (7) of section 20.12 of the statutes, relating
to appropriations for the state department of engineering.
